A unique work, Struggle for a Border gives clear 
and vivid form to the immense and complex forces 
— economic, political, military, diplomatic, social, 
geographic — that created and confirmed the U.S.- 
Canada border. Much unfamiliar history is shown 
to be relevant, and familiar history is put into new 
contexts, sometimes challenging standard as- 
sumptions. The purely political approach is made 
secondary to a more comprehensive geo-political 
and economic one that corresponds more closely 
to the actual workings of history. 


The nine films, in their totality, weave together not 
two, but several distinct histories — French-Cana- 
dian, English-Canadian, American North, Ameri- 
can South, and British - into a series of immense 
historical fugues whose various themes set off and 
complement one another. 


The films reveal that Canada survived, not be- 
cause the United States could not take the country, 
nor because it did not want Canada, nor even 
because the border conformed to a natural divi- 
sion of the continent, but because there was a 
Canadian will to independence. These films are 
the biography of that will.

There are no interviews, but an on-screen narra- 
tor, J. Frank Willis, provides commentary and 
gives point and perspective to the progression of 
events. The films are so constructed that, if need 
be, they may be shown in half-hour, or shorter, 
segments. 


Contemporary pictures, political cartoons, photo- 
graphs, and many “now-it-can-be-told” anecdotes 
make Struggle for a Border a fresh, provocative, 
often amusing, always absorbing film series to 
sharpen the interest and the curiosity of students 
of history of all ages. 


Volume 3 of the Report of the Royal Commission 
on Bilingualism and Biculturalism has drawn 
attention to the often one-sided and over-simpli- 
fied presentation of Canadian history in school 
textbooks. Here, in Struggle for a Border, is a view 
of Canadian history that is neither — not merely an 
English view, not merely a French view, but a 
serious attempt to balance them — which may help 
teachers of Canadian history in their search for 
objectivity.
